Walter Morton, aide on the Good- 
year V, was found dead near Young- 
wood, Pa., tonight, having ‘made a free 
jump from the balloon when it was 
believed to have been struck by light- 
ning. Ward T. Van Orman, pilot of 
the Goodyear V, suffered a fractured 
lett leg in a parachute leap. Both 
men are from Akron, Qhio. 

A heavy rainstorm, accompanied by 


sharp and frequent lightning, raged — oe 


in southwestern Pennsylvania, toward 


which section most of the bags drift- 
ed after taking off here. One by one 
reports arrived that the balloons had 
encountered difficulty, 

The lone bag unreported was the 

Army Nuntber 1, from Seott Field, 
Il. Its pilot wag Captain E. W. E. 
Kepner, with Lieutenant W. 0. 
Eareckson as aide. Race officials 
srid the bag might be down in an 
isolated section or might still be in 
the air. Some pilots came down 
voluntary when lightning began to 
play about their eraft and others were 
compelled to seek the ground. 
_ One of the navy bags was caught 
in @ mine tipple, near East McKees- 
port, but whether it was No, 1-or 
No. 2 had net been learned. 

Jn_ addition to the death of Liéu- 
tenant Evert ‘and Morton, an- 
other balloonist was reported hurt. 
He was James F. , Akron, 
Ohie, aide to Carl K. Wollam, 
yr Mary pilot Per the City 
of Cleveland, entry of the Clevelan 
Chamber of Damnaree: — 

Lieutenant Evert was killed when 
his craft was struck by lighting ac 
Young wood, near Greensburg. His 
aide, Lieutenant U, G. Ent, of North- 
umberland, Pa., was unhurt. 

The City of Cleveland entry also 
was struck by lightning. Cooper is 
in a Greensburg hospital suffering 
from shock and bruises. His pilot, 
Carl K. Wollam, Was not injured. 

E. J. Hill, pilot, and A. G. Schlos- 
er, aide, of the Detroit No. 3 were 
forced down from an altitude of 10.- 
O00 feet by lightning. Neither was 
hurt although Hill said his fingers 
were frozen. 3 

The Detroit No. 4 also was brought 
down in the storm. George Hineman, 
of Gross Isle, Mich., pilot, and B. J. 
Johnson, of the same place, aide, were 
unhurt, : 

The Pittsburgher, entered by the

The Detroit News bag was forcea 
down by the storm and landed in 
a tree, farmers near Pitcairn said, but 
ballast was dropped and the bag sud- 
denly lurched back into the. air. 

At Irwin an unidentified craft 
struck high tension wires and 
put the town in darkness when sev- 
eral of the cables were broken by 
the balloon’s basket.

Washington, May 30.—(#)—An in- 
vestigation into the relative produc- 
tion costs and o data concerning 
the corn industry in the United. States 
and the countries in principal compe- 
tition for the American market has 
been ordered for June 28 by the tariff 
commission. 

A tentative survey of cost data and 
other factors entering into the world’s 
corn crop has been prepared by the 
commission in response to the de- 
mands of farm organizations for pro- 
tection against foreign growers, prin- 
cipally of Argentina, The American 
farm groups seek an increase in 
the tariff rates from. 15 to 221-2 
cents per pound whieh the president 
it asked to order widier the flexible 
provisions of the tariff act. 

The commission’s investigators were 
unable to obtain data as to the cost 
of growing corn in Argentina because 
of objections from that government, 
but in a study embracing eight of the 
principal states placed the average 
domestic net cost of $0.676 per bush- 
el including delivery at the elevator, 
interest on land and other capital. 

That Argentina is finding it in- 
creasingly profitable to ship corn to 
America was definitely shown, how- 
ever, in American import figures. In 
1927 5,154,000 bushels of Argentine 
received compared with 
724,000 bushels in 1926.
